Ihe clash with Syria begun 
according to the Israeli version. 


when Syrian soldiers disguised as 
farmers crossed the frontier and 
started ploughing up land under 
cover of fire from Syrian positions 
During.this attack Israeli casualties 
were one killed and two. wounded 

Later, under cover of darkness. 
Israeli units attacked. demolishing 


0 buildings in the village of 
Khirbet Teoufik (in the demili- 
lartsed zone), which has. been 
abandoned since 1948 and which 


the Syrians had been using as a 
military base. The lasted 
four hours. 

For some years past the Syrians 


had used the fortified village to 
harass Israeli settlers at Beit 
Katzir. Since the signing of-the 


Armistice Agreement in 1949 Israel 
has submitted no fewer than 750 
complaints to the United Nations 
about the Syrian fortification within 
the demilitarised zone.

Only about $50 million remains 
now to be paid to the Claims Con- 
ference under the agreement reached 
with West Germany im 1952. At the 
present rate of payment the full sum 
will be paid jn five years. Jewish 
communities. he said, must prepare 
now for the ultimate transition from 
a high degree of dependence upon the 
Conference fund to a reliance upon 
local resources,

Mr. S. S. Levin's Views

The General Council of the Trade 
Union Congress last week issued a 
statement expressing its “ abhorrence 
and grave disquict” at recent anti- 
semitic incidents in various countries, 
including Britain.

The statement concluded by stress- 
ing the importance of vigilance. and 
said that, if necessary, the law should 
be reinforced to deal with such 
offences.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


RELIGIOUS RITUAL 


4nd it shal! be for thee as a sign 
upon thy hand and for a memorial 
between thine eyes; that the law 
of the Lord shall be in thy mouth 
(Exodus xu, 9). 


VERY sensible person must, 
on.reflection, agree that ritual 
is an essential part of life. It 

is a necessary expression of human 


desires, emotions, and reactions. 
Life deprived of ritual becomes 
dull and colourless. This is 


especially true of religious ritual 
which is the supreme expression of 
man’s deeper emotions. 


But unfortunately jt is just reli- 
gious ritual which is exposed to 
the greatest danger and abuse. 
Integral part of Judaism though 
it is, it can so easily be reduced 
to a mere meaningless practice. It 
can become a routine devoid of 
thought or of assessment of its 
inner purpose. It can even become 
a drudgery of which people can 
tire because of constant repetition 
and ultimately may be rejected or 
discarded. 

One such piece of ritual is 
undoubtedly the use of tefillin. 
We would be deceiving ourselves 
were we to believe that the cere- 
monial of their use is as honoured 
as it should be. All too many 
have relinquished the practice. 
Instead of laying them, they mislay 
them. It is a painful sight to see 
worshippers at. mid-week services 
either not wearing -tefillm orf 
fumbling with them because the 
procedure of donning them has 
been forgotten. 

‘TEFILLIN are certainly a ritual 

with a purpose. They are not 
an end themselves, but the 
means to an end. The sign upon 


the hand’ and the memorial 
between the eyes are designed 
“that the law of the Lord shall 


be in thy mouth.” Essentially they 
are an aid to prayer and serve to 
remind the worshipper that utter- 
ance shall not merely emerge from 
the hips, but shall be actuated by 
something deep and fundamental.

He found it intolerable that hooli- 
gans oO all classes and of all ages 
shoukid be occupied, as they were now.

tron im Jewish Day Schools. He said 
that the only way in which the child 
could receive a comprehensive edu- 
cation for his life both as a citizen of 
this country and as an intelligent and 
knowledgeable member of the Jewish 
community was in Jewish day schools 
of the type established by the Zionist 
Federation. 

The aim of Jewish education. said 
Mr. Janus Cohen. was to ensure the 
preservation and unity of the Jewish 
people, It must, therefore, weld 
together Israel and ihe Diaspora. To 
achieve this, Jewish education in the 
Diaspora must have Jewish tradition 
and Israel as its two basic con- 
Stituents. Isracl, too, must educate 
the new generation not only to appre- 
ciate the State and its vast import- 
ance in their lives, but also the 
Diaspora and all that was done for 
the preservation of the Jewish 
people. 

Dr. Lehrman stressed the fact that 
the emergence of the State of Israel 
twelve years ago should have had a 
far greater impact on religious educa- 
hon than it had. 

At the service on Shabbat morning 
at. the synagogue in Alexandra Road, 
the Minister, Rabbi P. Shebson, - wel- 
comed the members of the seminar.

made a Fellow of the British 
Academy. In 1950 the Royal Asiatic 
Society awarded him its Triennial 


Gold Medal for “ distinguished 
scholarship in the ficld of Oriental 
studies.” . 

For the Jewish community. particu- 
larly the London Spanish and Portu- 
guese Congregation, Dr. Barnett 
performed many valuable services. He 
served as Warden of the congrega- 
tion, as Chairman of the Advisory 
Committee on Congregational 
Records, as editor of the “ Bevis 
Marks Records,” and as Trustee of 
the Montefiore Endowment, Ramsgate. 
In 1908-09 he was President of the 
Union of Jewish Literary Societies.

Dr. Barnett’s wife, who before their 
marriage in 1901 was Miss Blanche 
Berliner, daughter of the late Rev. B 
Berliner, minister of the St. John's 
Wood Synagogue, died in 1955.

works there. On several occasions 
the Syrians have sent peasants (or 
soldiers dressed as peasants) over 
to plough land or gather crops 
there under machine-gun cover, in 
order to establish a de facto claim 
to the territory. The Israelis have 
very little choice but to turf them 
out. even if it leads to fighting. 

The pity of it is that the U.N. 
Observer Corps, which was 
designed to prevent, or at least 


minimise, incidents, is now help- 
ing to create them.

A DOUBLE benefaction to Britain 
accrues from the Isaac Wolfson 
gift which enables Professor Chain 
to return to this country. This 
grant of £350,000 is but the latest 
item in a constant stream of mag- 
nificent generosity from the Wollt- 
son Foundation. The advance of 
education and health will be 
enormously aided by the building 
and equipment of the new labora- 
tories for research in biochemistry 
and chemical microbiology at the 
Impenal College of Science and 
Technology. And this wise-hearted 
philanthropy ts now most happily 
conjomed with the contributions to 
human knowledge of a. scientist 
whose work places him among the 
benefactors of mankind. Like 
many other German-Jewish scien- 
tists, Professor Chain found refuge 
in Britain from Nazi persecution, 
and this country thereby became 
immeasurably the gainer. He 
became a British citizen, and in 
1945 he was awarded the Nobel 
Prize, jointly with Sir Alexander 
Fieming and Sir Howard Florey, 
for bis part in the discovery of

Soon | heard Mr. Jacob arrive 
in a trishaw—a Macao rickshaw 
with seats for two.

When | told him T was an 
American Jew spending a_ ftew 
hours in Macao he embraced me 
with great joy. 

He insisted that I should stay for 
dinner, and when he thought he 
saw me hesitate, assured me that 
the food would be strictly kosher. 
His wife, who, with their children, 
had since emigrated to the United 
States, had taught his Chinesg 
servant the mysteries of kashrut. 
His meat was sent from Hong 


Kong—where there is a shochet— 


Mr. Jacob managed to procure 
immigration visas for Macao, where 
he has been living alone—the only 
Jew in the colony-—-ter the past 


eight vears.

During dinner—which consisied of 
chicken soup and boiled chicken 
he proudly and loudly played all his 
Israeli records. There was competi- 
tion from the equally loud gramo- 
phone owned by a Chinese neigh- 
bour in the next apartment. Mr. 
Jacob assured me that he is one- 
hundred-percent Orthodox. He 
manufactures nylon stockings, from 
which he carns a modest living ; his 
small factory is closed on. the 
Sabbath. He rarely leaves home on 
the Shabbat, preferring to spend the 
day davening in splendid isolation. 
He told me that not long ago he 
had declined the Governor's invita- 
tion to visit him on the Shabbat, 
firmly telling the messenger that His 
Excellency would have to wait until 
after Havdala. Only for Yom 
Kippur does he leave Macao, to 
join the small Jewish community in 
Hong Kong for services. 

1 asked him why he stayed in the 
colony. He spoke of the difficulty 
of getting visas and other necessary 
documents. Though he had sent 
his family out, he had apparently 
decided to end his days in Macao. 
| even suspected he preferred. prac. 
tising his strenuous Judaism all by 
himself. 

As we talked I heard the whistle 
of the steamer getting ready to 
return to Hong Kong. . | bade my 
host farewell.

even simple things like dressing 
himself or using a pot?. Which of 
us can Know the heartbreak that 
comes of the whispering of friends 
or the cold shoulder of neighbours? 

It would be quite wrong not to 
point out some of the things that 
are being done for such children 
Look at the children in the homes 
run by the Jewish Association to 
Aid Backward Children at Ravens- 
wood and Avenue House in 
Berkshire, where supposedly 
‘ineducable children learn danc- 
ing, Music, painting, farming, and 
woodwork, and take an active and 


interested part in running. their 
home and themselves. 
* * * 


The Jewish Association has plans 
for an even more exciting place 
where children who are too back- 
ward even to take part in the pre- 
sent homes will be helped to 
become at least partly self-suffi- 
cient and where a small number 
of children—small becaus 4 such 
homes are incredibly expensive to 
run—can be helped to learn some- 
thing even if only how to dress 


themselves and keep themselves 
clean. At present many of 
these very backward children 


may, indeed, eventually have to go 
to institutions, where they are well 
cared for, but have too little 
stimulus, too little help, and where 
they gradually become almost like 


vegetables. 
These mentally handicapped 
children cannot. be given new 


brains but they can be taught to 
the limit of their abilities and they 
can be helped—almost all of them 
—to become socially friendly, co- 
operative, and, above all, happy in 
their own small way. Families 
with such children do not need pity 
but they do need help. It is often 
said that there is no Jewish pro- 
blem without a Jewish charity.

1 admit that this book has been 


lying on my table for review for more 
than three months, and ] have shirked 
facing if. Dr. Barclay is immensely 


learned, and wears his learning 
hghtly. The result is a brilliant and 
cm nently reada ble book, in which 
the differing educational systems and 


ideals of the ancient world are suc- 
cessively reviewed Beginning with 
tite Jews, the author then goes on to 
treat the Greeks, the Romans, and 
the Chrstiaps. in Greck education 
the contrasting ideals of Sparta and 
Athens are the subject of admirable 
chapters, and they are balanced by 
an equally excellent review of the 
education of ancient Rome 

There are many things in these two 
rch pagan cultures which must 
puzziec a modern educator. On the 
one hand one gets such principles as< 
maxima pueris debetur reverentia 
and. on the other, one sees the whole 
life of cthhidren handed over to an 
extremely low class in society, A not 
very admirable type of slave. 


Starthng Contrast 


In startling contrast to these pagan 
systems, and in equal contrast to 
each other. stand the Jewish and 
Christian wWeals and practices. The 
contrast is a manifold one. There 


has never been in Christianity the 
emphasis on undersianding” one's 
region that there is in Judaism ; and 


im consequence there has beep much 
more tolerance, indeed app oval, of 
what Jews would regard as the low 
level of education of the 


aretz. But. on the other hand. 
Christianity from at least the third 
century onwards was much more 


imerwoven with middle- and upper- 
class Greek and Roman life than was 
Judaism. On this side there was no 
“fence ™ about the faith. In conse- 
quence there was a much greater 
admixture of pagan cultural elements 
in the general Christian thinking 
about education—it was after all, the 
church which preserved all the Greck 
and Latin classics we possess 

Now, so far. there ss nothing to 
explain why the book has lain three 
months on my table. Everything 
which I have said about it is favour- 
able and, | honestly believe, deserved. 
But, here is the rub. In this book. 
as in the well-known New Testament

Primarily, this is a novel about a 

European Jew's adjustment to Isracl. 
It is set against the background of 
the Arab-Isracli War and the birth 
pangs of the new State, the events 
being seen through the. eyes of 
Arthur Weiss, a Polish-born Jew who 
serves in a transport company of ~ 
Isracli Army. Weiss, we are told, 
a romantic for whom Israclis Aes 
“ materialistic. over-confident, con- 
ceited, chauvinistic, and without 
feelings.” Equally unhappy ts his girl 
friend, Vera, who dreams of settling 
in Australia. These are the “rebels 
against the light” referred to in the 
novel's tithe. But whereas Vera is 
beyond salvation, Arthur is rescued 
by his love for a dark-skinned Iraq 
Jewess and by. his wise, good, fatherly 
friend. Abram, a_ well-integrated 
Isracli and a major in the army. 

This bald summary may suggest a 
certain degree of. oversimplification 
but, | must confess, so does the novel. 
which amounts to little more than a 
pleasant flirtation with the realities it 
is ostensibly concerned to embrace.

WHAT WAR MEANS 
By L. C. GREEN 


(Lecturer in International Law and 
Relations, University College, London) 


The Face of War. By MarrTna 
Getitnorn. Hart-Davis. 18s. 


Miss Gellhorn covered the wars 
from Spain, through China, to 
Dachau on behalf of the American 
magazine “Collier's.” “The Pace of 
War” is a collection of some of her 
reports. As such their factual 
accounts tend to be a little dated, 
and many may feel that the surfeit 
of military reminiscences published 
m recent years has made it somewhat 
redundant. It is surprising, however, 
how topical much of what she wrote 
still is. Her reports of the atrocities 
in both Paris and Dachau committed 
by the Germans—she points out that 
if German civilians were to be 
believed in April, 1945, nobody was 
ever a Nazi and everybody hid Jews 
—could well be made compulsory 
reading for, at least, German youth-in 
present-day Cologne. 

The writer of these articles hates 
war. Her purpose is to report what 
she has seen as it affects the ordinary 
individual. She does not believe in 
the nuclear weapon as a deterrent— 
“to preserve freedom? What free- 
dom? For whom?” Her purpose 
in publishing this book is to remind 
people of the face of war: “! believe 
that money and imagination, not 
nuclear weapons, are the great deter- 
rents.” It is also as well to remind 
people of the greatness shown by 
some in assisting the victims of 
horror. Thus, Miss Gellhorn pro- 

vides a fine tribute to the work in 


plastic reconstruction done by Sir 
Archibald Meclindoec. It is also 
interesting to have recalled the

Apart from the stock imgredicnts 
which normally go into the making of 


an English comedy—the stiff and 
pompous bore from the Forcign 
Office, the charming rogue from the 


Navy. the talkative policemen, the 
silent men from M.1.5, and the loud 
American couple attracted to any- 
thing older than  themselves—A 
Touch of Larceny at the 
Plaza. has much more. It has an 
ecrcelient plot with many a twist, is 
well directed (by Guy Hamilton). the 
dialogue is lively. and the cheek-to- 
cheek sentimentality reduced to a mini- 
mum. One of the cheeks belongs to 
Vera Miles—a very cligible widow, 
captured for the Nay vy by the charm- 
ing rogue (James Mason) and lost to 
the Foreign Office by the pompous 
hore Sanders). 


Flesh and Fiends (“X"). at the 
Rialto. again resurrects the “ resur- 
rechionists “—the name given to body- 
snatchers a century and a half ago. 
Ihe film is based on the notorious 
Edinburgh case of the two Irishmen, 
Burke (George Rose) and Hare 
(Donald Pleasence), who murdered no 
fewer than 15 people and supplied 
the bodies, at six guimeas each, for 
dissection to the eminent anatomist, 
Dr. Knox (Peter Cushing). Hare 
turned King’s evidence and Burke 
was hanged. But the ease with which 
the “exonerated ™ doctor solved his 
own moral dilemma is the weakest 
clement in this gruesome picture. 


Greek Beauty 


Bed of Grass (“X"). the Greek 
film now at the Cinephone, introduces 
a new actress, Anna Brazzou, who 
hrings to the screen a classical 
beauty and dramatic intensity which 
belongs to the Athens stage. But the 
story is not new, that of an outcast 
girl, starved of food and affection, 
who is ravished and finally beaten to 
death as a witch. Filmed in that 
part of Greece where social con- 
ditions, superstitions and passions are 
sill primeval, and the remedies 
savage, the picture has an element of 
sad tenderness.

He was born in Christian Street, in 


the East End, only a few yards from 
the famous Premierland where he 
fought. One of a family of seven, he 
fought against his parents’ wishes, 
because of sheer poverty. Hyamss 
first reward was £1 10s.—a sum that 
helped out the family exchequer con- 
siderably—in a competition in which 
he boxed three contests. Today the 
equivalent reward would be about 
£100. 
Those days are now in the dim 
ast. Today. stolid, pipe-smoking 
yams, aged 50, does not have to 
worry unduly about his financial posi- 
tion. He still drives a taxi, but only

on two days a week. He contributes 
a reguiar boxing column to a sport- 
ing weekly and is a boxing manager 


and trainer, these are his main 
sources of income. 
Energetic Hyams who now lives 


in a bungalow in Bushey, finds time

COMING TO BRITAIN

One of the greatest sprinters im the 
world. Bromberg won the Maccabiah 
100-metre tithe in Israel! in 1957 in 
ihe magnificent time of 10.4 seconds. 
This was a better time than that of 
the 100-metre winner at the 1956 
Olympic Games at Melbourne. 

He wis awarded -the prize for the 
Outstanding athlete at the Maccabiah. 

After returning from Israel to 
South Africa, he won a 100-yard 
race in ¥.5 seconds. This is exacth 
the English native record, so Brom- 
berg’s chances of selection by Britain 
would appear to be bright. 

It is learned that Bromberg, who 
was taken to South Africa about ten 
ago. may decide to settle in 
Britain He would be a notable 
addition to the ranks of Anglo- 
Jewish sprinters.

BENAMOU TO FIGHT 
DAVE CHARNLEY

That rarity in the last few years— 
a Jewish boxing champion—has sud- 
denly hit the boxing headlines. He 
is Sauveur Benamou, of Oran, North 
Africa, the new French lightweight 
champion. 

Benamou is to meet the British 
champion, hard-hitting southpaw 
Dave Charniey. in Jack Solomons’ 
promotion at the Wembley Empire 
Pool on Tuesday, February 23, at 
9st. 1] Ib. over ten rounds. He has also 
just been nominated as the official 
challenger for Mario Vecchiatto's 
European title. Solomons says that 
Benamou js the best Jewish fighter 
since Robert Cohen, who was world 
bantamweight champion. 

Handsome, swarthy-skinned Bena- 
mou was born in Oran 26 years ago 
and began professional boxing onl) 
three years ago, In that short time he 
has shot to the top with only three 
defeats in 27 bouts. Last month he 
won the French title by outpointing 
Fernand Nollet. the man who had 
beaten him only five weeks previously. 

If he comes up to expectations at 
Wembiey, fans are in for a real box- 
ing treat, for he seems to rely more 
on skill than hash and crash. Most 
of his victories have been on points. 
Benamou has never suffered the 
indignity of a K.O. 

This new French champion, who is 
of Spanish-Portuguese descent. speaks 
four languages—French, Spanish, 
Hebrew, and Arabic. 

Curiously enough Benamou comes 
from the same area as the two 
French-Jewish champions, Robert 
Cohen and Alphonse Halami, both of 
whom held the world bantamweight 
championship. Perhaps it is because 
there are in that part of the world 
thousands of hungry people— people 
irom among whose ranks the hardiest 
fighters come.

N August this year over a million people in Rome will watery the 


thrilling spectacle of the world’s most famous internation.| 


event—the Olympic Games. 

The Olympic Games began in 
Ancient Greece when between 
and 45,000 = spectators 
watched the foot races (the longest 
was over 26 miles), the boxing, 
wrestling, leaping, javelin-throwing, 
and the horses and _ chariots 
hurtling along. 

It was, interestingly enough, a 
Jewish king, Herod the Great, who 
introduéed a form of Olympics in 
the Jewish Kingdom in honour of 
Cesar. 

It was-‘in 1896 when the modern 
Olympics were revived in Athens, 
on the site where the ancient 
festivals ended over 1,500 years 
ago. 
In all the Olympic Games you 
will find Jewish champions and 
they come from all over the world, 
the United States, Britain, Austria, 
Hungary, Germany—and Finland 
and Denmark, too. 

What a thrill it is to read that 
Katz of Finland came second in 
the 3,000-metre steeplechase (just 
under a mile and a half) in the 
1924 Olympics or that Kurland, 
the Danish Maccabi wrestler, won 


a bronze medal in the 1932 
Olympic Games. 
Americans First. 
At the start of the modern 


Olympics American Jews figured 
most prominently in the Games. 
(Jewish sport suffered in the last 
century and at the beginning of 
this since some Orthodox leaders 
felt that sport kept their pupils 
away from. study.) American 
Jewry produced some magnificent 
champions in: those early years. 
There was Myer Prinstein who 
won the hop, step, and jump. in 
1900 and the long jump four years 
later. Another great American 
Jewish athlete was Abe Kiviat who 
held the world record of 3 minutes 
55.8 seconds for the 1,500 metres. 
His world record is bettered by 
many juniors today but at the time 
it astonished the athletic world. 

As sport fired the enthusiasm of 
Jewish youth in Europe, we find an 
even greater number of Jews as 
Olympic | champions. Hungary 
with its brilliant footballers and 
athletes has a worldwide record 
for sport. As fencers Hungarian 
Jews were particularly outstanding, 
There was Eugene Fuchs who won 
the individual sabre championship 
twice running, and with two other 
Jewish fencers, Gerde and Werkner. 
gained the world championship for 
the Hungarian team. Hungarian 
Jewry also produced some amazing 
swimmers. In

Stock markets still display a 
cautious optimism. Ther: is a steady 
demand for good-class «quities, and 
the fact that unit trusts and others 
are still potential buyers meas that 
stock sO taken is usually off the 
market for a long term.

EISENHOWER ADMITS 
“ MISTAKE ” 
No Meeting with Eban 


W ASHINGTON 


President Eisenhower said at a 
Press conference on Wednesday that 
he had been mistaken in saying that 
he personally had warned Mr. Abba 
Eban in advance against Isracl’s Sinai 
action in October, 1956 

The President explained that he 
actually made the remarks to the late 
Secretary of State. Mr. John Foste: 
Dulles. whe was to meet Mr. Eban 
a few minutes later. Mr. Eisenhower 
said the error showed his memory 
was not perfect. He explained that 
he confused Mr. Dulles’s meeting 
with Mr. Eban with a subsequent visit 
by the Israch Ambassador to the 
White House. 

Commenting on Sir Anthony Eden's 
memoirs, Mr. Eisenhower said last 
week that just before the Sinai- 
Suez eruption Mr. Eban called on 
him. He said he informed Mr. Eban 
that he hoped his judgment would not 
be swayed by musinterpretation of 
what the American response to Israeli 
action would be or by ideas of 
“possible Jewish sympathy” in 
America. He said that he informed 
Mr. Eban that if he (the Ambassa- 
dor) thought of influence of the 
American Presidential elections on a 
White House decision he had “ better 
disabuse his mind of it.”--J.T.A.)

WORLD EDUCATION CONFERENCE

AMSTERDAM 


A new lease of life has been given 
to the Conference of Jewish Organisa- 
tions as a result of its meeting here, 
in which leading Jewish organisa- 
tions, including the British Board of 


Deputies. participated. 


After discussions lasting nearly two 
days it was decided to continue the 
Jewish 
Organisation in which all communi- 
ties in the Diaspora should be repre- 
sented and. in duc time, consult and 
act jomtly in matters affecting their 


eflort to form global 


common. interest. 


As a start it was agreed to convene 
a conference on Jewish education, 
of educational 
experts representing all Jewish trends, 
including. of course, the religious

| learned that an invitation is to 
be extended to the Aguda and other 
religious groups to send representa- 
tives and to participate also in formu- 
lating the programme of the con- 
ference, which is expected to be held 
in Paris in the autumn of this year. 


| understand that Unesco has been 
approached and has agreed to make 
available its conference hall in Paris 
for this purpose. In anticipation 
of the conference it was decided to 
call a preliminary meeting of educa- 
tional experts to define “What is 
Jewish education? "—a question 
which has brought differing replies. 

A new executive committee elected 
here for one year consists of Dr. 
Nahum Goldmann, Mr. Label Katz. 
the International President of the 
B'nai Brith, and Dr. Joachim Prinz. 


The headquarters of the Conference 
of Jewish Organisations is to be. as 
hitherto, in the United States, and 
Mr. Yehuda Hellman, Secretary to 
the Presidents’ Club in the United 
States, of which Mr. Philip Klutznik 
is Chairman, is also to be secretary 
of the Conference. The funds for the 
revitalised body are to be provided 
voluntarily by the B'nai B'rith. the 
American Jewish Congress, the 
Canadian Congress, and the Jewish 
Labour Committee, represented at the 
Amsterdam meeting by Mr. Adolph 
Held. 

There was a general feeling among 


the delegates that it was Dr. Gold- 
mann’s persuasive powers as well as 
the impact of recent events that 
greatly contributed towards the 
decision to continue the efforts for a 
revitalised Conference of Jewish 
Organisations. There was altogether 
a warmer atmosphere and a greater 
understanding of the need for such 
a global Jewish body. Mr. Barnett 
Janner, M.P.. and Mr. A. G. Brot- 
man are said to have contributed 
towards reaching the agreement. 

The Conference adopted several 
resolutions, including one on the need 
to combat the economic bovcott of 
the Arab League. An appeal was 
made to the Soviet Government to 
end the anti-Jewish Press campaign 
and to restore to Soviet Jewry the 
right to organise for communal, cul- 
tural. and educational purposes. A 
further resolution condemned the 
recemt manifestation of antisemitism 
which began in Germany and spread 
to other lands. It appealed to all 
Jewish organisations to give full 
co-operation in the new efforts to 
deliver mankind “from a menace 
aimed no less al society itself than 
at the Jewish people.”
